Under date of April 9th coines the ftjl- 
lowing tnnii Kansas City : 

Woutl Ilito, juiotlier tj[ the Missouri 
train r»jbber.><, wjis Hhot and killed near 
Kichmontl, Kansas, last Thtimday on the 
same day that Jesse .Iaine«t was luiried in 
Nebraska. The murderer of liit^iunoc 
known, but the ontlaw is believed to have 
heen killed by Al. Ford or Piek I/ittlc, 
both of whom IkkI hworn tu hike hiu life 
whenever an opportunity wan presented. 
Wood Hite was a member of the JameH 
.gang. He participated in the daring and 
famous train robberies at Cilendtle and 
Winuton, and is the brother of Olarenee 
Hite, who was trietl here otily three weeks* 
ago, iind sejitence(i to twenty-tive years in 
the Misstiuri penitentiary. The body of 
Hite was-fouml in :i swtiiiipnoar Hii hiuotid 
by a farmer who went toiiraw water. The 
dead man had heen dressed in the com- 
mon, rough clothes of a stock <hov<'r, wtire 
high tup boots, a slouch liat and bushy 
black heard which at first concealed the 
bullet holes in lis head. The water where 
the body was fountl is near the iMird farm, 
and as VVootl Hite is believed to have hail 
no companion and was almost a stranKer 
in the place, it is i>reHnine<l that \\v met 
some one on tiie farm who knew iiiin and 
, the murder ensueti. There were no evi> 
i ilences of a strti^yle in llite's appcariince. 
The shut, which entered ihu head above 
the ear and iMssed out at the other eideof 
the head, must liave bet ii llred as unex- 
pectedly and brought us speedy a death as 
the ball that killed Josso Jamea. The in- 
qnest has been held and the jury, which 
was at hrst unable to identify tlie dead, 
found titat he came to his death ut the 
hands of some one unknown. Al. FcHrd 
identified the body. N j < ne knew any- 
thing about the shuutiag. it is nut un* 
Ukely that both little aad Frod wUI be &»• 
rested for the murder.
